Tis what 
ave me ſome Concern in my Child- 
ood, and the more ſo as the People 
Who had the Care of my Education, 
were, with reſpect to this Matter, alto- 
gether as ignorant as myſelf. I was fully © 
perſuaded there muſt be ſome Reaſon for 
that ſeeming Difference, tho' I was then 
unable to find it out; being in the Coun- 
try among People of little Learning, and 
leſs Speculation, without proper Books 
for my Aſſiſtance: And therefore I de- 
termined with myſelf (as ſoon as IM 
able to comprehend the Subject) to et 
the Matter in a clear Light, and adapt 
thoſe glorious and important Truths to 
the Capacities of Children, ſo that no 
other weak Minds might labour under 
the ſame Difficulties.

Then went out that 
other Diſciple which was known unto 
the H:gh-Yrieft, and ſpake unto her that 
kept the Door, and brought in Peter, 
Then ſaith the Damſel tnat kept the 
Door unto Peter, Art not thou alſo one 
of this Man's Diſciples ? e faith, I am 
not. And the Servants and Officers 
flood there, who had made a Fire of 
Coals (for it was cold) and they warmed 
themſelves : and Peter ſtood with them, 
and warmed himſelf, St. Joun xvin. 
SECT. CXIX. The High-Prieſt then 
aſked Jeſus of his Diſciples, and of his 
Doctrine. Fe/us anſwered him, I ſpake 
openly to the World; I ever taught in 
the Synagogue, and in the Temple, 
whither = Jews always reſort, and in 
Secret have I faid nothing. Why aſkeſt 
thou me? aſk them which heard me, 
what I have ſaid unto them: behold, 
they know what I ſaid.

SECT. CXXT. And Simon Peter ſtood 
and warmed: himſelf ; they ſaid there- 
fore unto him, Art not thou alſo one 
of his Diſciples ? He denied it, and ſaid, 
T am not. One of the Servants of the 

High-Prieſt (being his Kinſman whoſe 
Far Peter cut off) ſaith, Did not I fee

SecrT. CXXII. And as ſoon as it

And the Chief-Prieſts took the Silver 
Pieces, and ſaid, It is not lawful for to 
put them into the Treaſury, becauſe it 
is the Price of Blood. And they took 
counſel, and bought with them the Pot- 
ters Field, to bury Strangers in. Where- 
fore that Field was called, the Field of 
Blood unto this Day. (Then was ful- 
filled that which was ſpoken by Zeremy 
the Prophet, ſaying, And they took the 
thirty Pieces of Silver, the Price of him 
that was valued, whom they of the Chil- 
dren of Meal did value: and gave them 
for the Potters Field, as the Lord ap- 
pointed me, St. MarTrTHEW xxvii. 
Scr. CXXIII. And the whole Mul- 
titude of them aroſe, and led him unto 
Pilate. St. Lux E xxiii. 

And it was early, and they themſelves 
went not into the Judgment-Hall, leſt 
they ſhould be defiled: but that they 
might eat the Paſſover, Pilate then 
went out unto them, and ſaid, What Ac- 
cuſation bring you againſt this _ 
In 4+ ey 
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They anſwered and ſaid unto him, If he 
were not a Malefactor, we would not 
have delivered him up unto thee, Then 
aid Pilate unto them, Take ye him, 
and judge him according to your Law. 
The Jews therefore ſaid unto him, It is 
not lawful for us to put any Man to 
death: That the Saying of Jeſus might 
be fulfilled, which he ſpake fignifying 
what Death he ſhould die.

And they began to accuſe him, ſay- 
ing, We found this Fellow perverting 
the Nation, and forbidding to give Tri- 
bute to C2/ar, ſaying, that he himſelf 1s 
Chriſt a King.
